— The structure of rates for trans- 
port by goods trains was reviewed in all its aspects by a 
Committee in 1955-57 No thorough-going enquiry has ever 
been made by an independent body m respect of passenger 
fares or the rates for other coaching traffic (such as parcels 
and luggage) as also charges for post office mails and mili- 
tary traffic 

2. The existing structure of rates for transport by goods 
trams has evolved out of the recommendations of the Freight 
Structui e Enquiiy Committee (1955-57) Many far-reaching 
changes have taken place in the country’s economy in the 
two decades which have elapsed since and big changes are 
envisaged in the years to come and, therefore, there has 
been public demand for a fresh examination of the freight 
rate structure It has also been suggested that packing con- 
ditions and the rules governing the Booking, delivery of, and 
payment for, traffic should be modified suitably in the light 
of modem business practice. It is also necessary that m- 
depth study should be made of the structure of passenger 
fares, bates for other coaching traffic, as also charges made 
for post office mails and military traffic. 

3. Over the years the railways have increasingly become 
bulk carriers of goods over longer distances and the pro- 
portion of passenger traffic carried at concessional fares 
has been progressively increasing. The rapid inflation of 
recent years has also particularly affected the railways be- 


cause of their highly labour intensive operations and thcic 
has been sharp escalations in the cost of eneigy and other 
materials used. Costs have risen faster than revenues, the 
lailways have an accumulated liability of Rs. 461,99 croies 
(as on 31-3-77) borrowed over the years to meet the cost 
of essential but unremunemtive work which are required 
to be financed from revenue surplus ■ after payment of divi- 
dend (interest on capital) and in some years even to dis- 
charge the obligatory dividend liability, 

4. The Public Accounts Committee observed that them 
is need for rationalisation of the tariff policy vis-a-vis the 
cost of services provided by the Railways”, and recom- 
mended that “the question of restructuring of freights and 
fares on the basis of cost plus profit may be remitted to 
an Ex pert Committee for a thorough examination", adding 
that “unless this question is examined in detail and meaning- 
ful decisions are taken to rationalise the existing freight and 
fare structures on a scientific basis, the ills that beset the 
Railways will continue to plague them”. The Railway Con- 
vention Committee have also emphasised the need for 
rationalising the freight and fate structure on the basis of 
traffic coslmg studies bringing charges in closer alignment 
with costs over the years 

5. fn view of the foregoing, as announced by the Railway 
Mimstci during the Budget discussions, the Government 
of Tntlia. have decided to appoint a Rail Tariff Fnquiiy Com- 
mittee to make a comprehensive examination of the struc- 
ture of fares, rates and other charges for public (raffle as 
also for post offices and military traffic, and other ancillary 
and incidental mattei s, and to make i ecommendations for 
their modification. The Committee will bear in mmd, 
among other relevant considerations, the necessity foi enforc- 
ing measures to improve operational efficiency of the Rail- 
ways since the “cost plus” approach alone may lend to the 
economy being over-burdened with an excessively high freight 
and fare structure. The interests concerned will be given 
an opportunity to present their points of view to the Com- 
mittee. 

6 The Committee will consist of the following ■ —

7. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as 
follows • — 

(a) To examine the structure of fares, rates and other 
charge^ for public traffic carried by passenger trains 
and/or goods trains, in all its aspects, and ancillary 
and incidental matters such as packing conditions 
and booking and delivery of, and payment for, 
traffic; 

(b) To examine the structure of fares, rates and other 
charges for post office mails and military traffic carried by 
passenger trains and/or goods trams, as also ancillary and 
incidental matters; 

(c) To examine any other cognate matters that may be 
referred to the Committee by the Ministry of Rail- 
ways; 

(d) To recommend the modifications which should be 
made bearing in mmd, among other relevant consi- 
derations, the interests of the common man, the 
requirements of developing economv, and the im- 
portance of making the railways financially viable 
and the possibility of increased operating efficiency; 
and 

(e) Any other matters connected with the rationalisa- 
tion and simplification of the freight and fare 
structure on the Indian Railways and any other 
incidental matters relating thereto. 

8. The Committee will submit its report within a petiod of 
two years. It may also submit interim reports as may be 
considered necessary and as desired by the Government
